rea> lent  about  the  real  Ufe  of  a  cowboy,  giv 
1  ing  the  following  in-nt*  glaaned  from  Gulden 
Days: 


Left  In  Total  Darkness  In  a  Counterpart  of 
the  Residence  of  Haggard’*  ‘‘She’* — The 
Mysterious  I  Hack  Riser — Saved  by  a 
Faithful  Newfoundland  Dof. 

The  city  of  Pretoria,  capital  of  tha  Trans¬ 
vaal,  South  Africa,  is  located  in  a  moat  beau¬ 
tiful  spot.  It  stands  in  a  valley  between  two 
ranges  of  mountains  clothed  with  rich,  dark1 
verdure  all  tho  year  roumt 
Vines  loaded  with  ripening  grapes,  monthly 
roans  and  |*>megranat«s  forming  a  blaze  of 
bloom  amidst  the  flood  of  sunshine  shimmer¬ 
ing  like  golden  water.  Under  these  moun¬ 
tain  ranges  are  vast  caverns,  only  a  few  of 
which  have  been  entered,  and  these  only  part¬ 
ly  explored. 

These  caves  are  the  original  Haggard's 
caves. >f  the  Amahaaga,  in  wnich  the  wonder¬ 
ful  “She”  dwelt  and  ruled.  Right  under  this 
mountain  and  through  these  dark  caverns 
runs  a  clear,  sparkling  river  of  water. 

The  source  of  this  river,  which  furnishes  the 
water  supply  for  this  city,  has  never  been  ilia- 
covereiL  A  curious  fact  is  that  its  waters  are 
highest  during  the  dry  Season.  This  points  to 
the  theory  that  it  is  fed  by  rain,  and  that 
these  rains  do  not  reach  the  river  till  aboi/t 
four  to  five  mouths  after  they  fall. 

This  river  is  inhabited  by  fish  and  a  strange 
kind  of  cratw  andNohsters,  all  of  which  have 
eyea  This  sjwcies  of  aquatic  an  imals  hav¬ 
ing  beou  brisl  in  and  inhabited  this  dark  Sty-, 
gian  stream  for  thousands  of  years,  have 
never  had  any  use  for  eyes,  and  so,  after 
many  generations,  that  organ  had  entirely 
disupjieared  from  their  structure.

Some  friends  of  mine,  two  ladies  and  tlire* 
gentlemen,  went  on  an  exploring  expedition 
through  this  cavern,  got  lost  in  its  maze  und 
were  three  days  lnsfore  they  found  their  way 
bock  to  tho  outer  world  Mr.  Saunders,  of 
tho  American  consulate  at  Caj*t*  May.  thus 
relates  their  experience  while  in  the  bowels 
of  the  earth : 

Mr.  J.  1L  IiCroy,  of  tho  Northern  F»cific 
railway  of  the  United  States  of  America , 
Mr.  John  Sidney  and  two  ladies.  Miss  Web¬ 
ster  and  Miss  Goofa-h  and  myself  started  to 
explore  the  Fountain  cave.  Armed  with  two 
laiiips  and  provisions  enough  for  two  ineuls, 
we  started. 

W.«  got  through  the  entrance,  which  is  very 
narrow,  with  difficulty.  Going  a  few  yards 
We  found  it  necessary  to  light  the  lamps 
Proceeding  we  found  on  each  side  of  the  main 
passage  numerous  sideways  and  alleys  ap- 
parently  hewn  out  of  the  solid  rock. 

All  around  there  were  evidences  of  the 
caves  being  inhabited  by  swarms  of  bats 
wh»cb  constantly  kept  flying  in  our  faces. 
Pursuing  our  way  for  a  considerable  time,  we 
came  to  a  .qn>t  where  the  roof  of  tho  cavern, 
hitherto  lofty,  slauted  down,  gradually  lie- 
coming  1.  iwer  and  lower  until  we  were  unable 
to  wulk  ervet. 

Finally  we  came  to  whore  the  floor  was  on 
an  inclined  plane  and  got  more  head  room. 
Wo  then  descended  n  steep  hill,  at  the  foot  of 
which  Was  a  dead  wall  which  completely 
barred  further  progress  in  that  direction. 

On  the  right  hand  a  narrow  passage  pre¬ 
sented  itself  justtwido  enough  to  jiefiriit  of 
our  walking  Indian  file.  The  air,  hitherto 
cool  and  bracing,  tieeame  damp  and  a  cold* 
c.anmiy  dew  settled  on  our  faces. 

To  tho  silk's  of  the  pussage  clung  a  pale, 
slimy,  snake-like  sulastance  which  b>  the  touch 
producinl  a  shivery  sense  of  abhorrence.  W e 
began  to  wish  ourselves  well  out  of  the  under¬ 
taking.  However,  be  ing  in,  there  wa»  noth¬ 
ing  for  it  but  to  go  on. 

W-  walked  up  this  passage  a  distance,  I 
should  judge,  of  three  hundred  yards,  when 
we  nrrivod  at  an  .vtagonal  court,  from  which 
ran  eight  different  jassages,  tho  four  main 
ones  being  about  a  width  of  fifty  feet,  and  the 
four  narrow  ones  about  four  feet  each. 

Under  our  feet  could  be  heard  a  sound  as  of 
tho  running  of  a  river  and  the  violent  break¬ 
ing  of  water  upon  rocks.  We  could  perceive 
no  mode  of  descent,  and  the  ground  under  our 
feet  seemed  solid. 

Being  weary,  and  the  ladies  somewhat  faint, 
we  resolved  to  go  back,  altogether  disap¬ 
pointed  with  tho  result  of  our  exploration. 
However,  before  starting  again  we  refreshed 
ourselves  with  the  victuals  we  had  brought 
and,  fortified  by  a  few  draughts  of  cape 
sherry,  felt  our  spirits  rise,  and  curiosity 
as  to  tho  cause  of  tho  annul  under  our  feet 
getting  tho  better  of  our  judgment  we  began 
searching  for  a  way  to  descend,  and  finally 
found  a  place  whore  there  were  stone  steps  at 
irregular  intervals. 

AN  UNPLEASANT  SITUATION. 

Sidney  and  I  descended,  leaving  Leroy  and 
the  ladies  above.  We  followed  these  stops 
for  about  fifty  feet.  The  descent  was  very

A  COWBOY. 

The  nuwt  ini[»>rtant  article  in  a  cowboy’s 
outfit  is  the  “chuck  wagon.”  This  is  the 
wagon  over  which  thectmk  presides,  and  it 
is  a  comin<?u  prairie  schooner,  covered  with 
canvas  to  k**ep  out  the  rain.  Next  to  the 
“chuck”  wag' ui  is  the  pony,  which  usually 
costs  ubout  J25,  and  is  a  vicious  little  animal 
liable  to  “buck”  every  turn*  it  is  niuuntoL 
The  owner  of  the  herds  sapping  each  boy 
with  blankets,  saddle,  bridle  and -lasso,  but 
as  scon  as  they  have  money  enough  of  theii 
own  they  buy  these  things  for  themselves. 
The  lasso  preferred  is  made  ■  .f  lu  -rse  liair,  and 
is  flexible  nnd  strong.  To  h«rn  to  use  the 
lasso  takes  from  four  weeks' to  six  niouths 
constant  practice,  oiul  then  s*miiu  men  never 
learn.  By  the  way,  the  cowboy  never  says 
“lasso,”  but  “rope."  Other  essi-ntials  of  the 
cowbby  outfit  are  the  repeating^ rifle  and  tin 
aX shooter. 

The  pride  of  the  cowboy's  bt«rt  is  his  hat.  - 
These  are  of  felt,  with  broad  jirini,  aud  cost  > 
anywhere  from  one  dollar  to  ten.  twenty,  or 
more,  according  to  the  decorati  <us.  Some-  | 
tinH<s  these  consist  of  a  leather  l*ainl,  with  a 
clinking  bra-*  chain,  sometimes  gold  lace  ami 
cord,  und  sometimes  a  land  of  coins.  Next 
to  his  hat  come  the  cowlmy’s  which  j 

are  made  of  the  l>est  leather,  w  ith  long  legs 
and  high  heels.  A  cowlmy  cures  little  alx-ui  j 
his  clothes,  w  hat  they  look  like,  provide<l 
they  are  stout,  and  h<*  utually  weju-s  leather 
or  buckskin  tr«  Users. 

Tin*  cowboy's  fan*  consists  of  bread.  I  menu, 
beef  and  coffee;  butter  and  milk  are  almost 
unknown  to  him.  Hi*  life  is  full  of  hard-  1 
ships  and  dangers,  and  the  wages  he  receives 
are  small.  The  eowlmy  sleeps  in  theT|«*n 
air  unless  h  •  prefers  to  crawl  under  the 
“chuck”  wagon  in  case  of  rain.  Boys  w  ho 
think  of  becoming  cow  I  toys  should  ponder 
these  facts.
